HOTT to Treat Toothache. 


It ia hr.rd to curs a bad toothache of 


several days' continuance. A hypoder- 
mic of morphine only postpones the evil 
day, and usually tho patient ia respect- 
fully referred to the deutist. The tooth 
shonid not bo extracted while tho jaws, 
and gnniB aro inflamed nnd the latter 
swollen, aud ifc is tho physician's duty to 
treat the case nntil theubove conditions 
are removed. 


Always keep a small vial containing, 


tbe following mixture: Chloroform, gtt. 
x. ; glycerin, gtt. x.; eat. sol. uc. car- 
bo], gtt. x.; morphine, gr. j., with a 
small wad of absorbent cottou. If the 
offending tooth has a cavity or decayed 
surface, .saturate a small pellet of cotton 
with tho above mixture and put into 
tho cavity or against the decayed sur- 
face, as tho case may he. Never pack 
the cotton in, or the greater will be tho 
trouble, but -have the pellet small enough 
to enter without crowding. In most cases 
this will end the trouble. 
When the 


gams are swollen aud tender, paint two 
or throe times, two minutes apart, with 
a 4 pur cent solution of cocaine. 


The patient may have been eating a 


good deal of fruit. 
The tongue and 


mucous membrano of the mouth are pale, 
•with sour .stomach, and the nest day tho 
toothacho will retnru. 


Givo ten grains of subcarbonata of 


bismuth and ten grains of phcuacatine 
at onco, aud a similar dose before each of 
tho three following meals, with a laxa- 
tive, if needed, and stop all fruit for a 
few days, and it will not return. The 
same powdpr evtry two hours, with ces- 
Bniion of fiuit eating, will stop the per- 
sistent, tormenting neuralgias. 


How to Cream Butter and Suffar. 


Wheu using u spoou or -whisk for 


beating, take loiif? upward strokes, tho 
more rapid the better. Tho spoon should 
touch the bottom of tha bowl each time, 
and the motion uiast he regular. An- 
other way to beat it is to usu u circular 
motion. In this caso the side of tho 
spoon is kept closa to tho side of tho 
howl. Tlio spoon is moved rapidly in a 
circle, carrying with it a portion of tho 
ingredients. This kind of beating c;m 
bo npplicd only to u very thick mixture. 
It is the best method for creaming but- 
tor and sugur.

How to Cnrt? For fchc Deciduous Teeth. 
Tho child receives its first temporary 


tooth about the fifth mouth after birth, 
tho dentition being completed at tha 
ago of 2 years. These teeth should bo 
cleaned with a soft brush und warm 
water. 
The child usually retains these 


teeth until the eruption of the perma- 
nent set, tho first permanent tooth ap- 
pearing about the sixth year. The de- 
ciduous teeth should be carefully watch- 
ed, and when a tooth shows decay con- 
sult your dentist and have it filled. At 
this stage the rilling is not expensive, 
and will save the child much pain and 
trouble from an aching tooth. The early 
extraction of the deciduous teeth often 
causes the irregularities of the perma-' 
neut set. They should be retained until 
the jaw has fully expanded to receive 
the permanent teeth. Teach the child 
the necessity of keeping tho tcath clean 
and pure. 
Tho early use of tho tooth- 


brush will establish a habit that will, 
in after years be considered a necessity 
to health and personal cleanliness.

(Jan. 6), -when Deputy Marshal Drown 
and a squad of police uiulur 
Cuptjun 


Parker left for \Vnik:iiknl vith orders to 
•earch the premises of Henry Uc'rilcmann, 
a prominent royalist, for arms and urn- 
munition. 


On [irrival there, Parker procr-cdcd to 


rc^il his wjirrant. VTh'jii half way t-lirousch, 
a volley "was flrc.d by n crowd of natives 
under a shed in tho renr of Br.-rtlenmnn's 
house, nnd Charles Career and Lieutenant 
Holie fell wounded. 1'ne police; churned 
»nd drove the natives out, ivhi/n the latter 
retreated to the 
brush, keeping up u 


dosultory flre. As tlic pollco only num- 
bered eight, and there were threo or four 
fcimes as many natives, they returned to 
the house, raking with them three of tho 
rebels whom they had captured in tho 
melee, during which some CO ahots were 
tired. 


Tho rebels surrounded tho house nguln, 


firing Into it repeatedly. 
Leaving one 


man to guard, tho prisoners, rlio officers 
returned the Tire, but without effect, ns it 
vras dark and their assailants uonld not bo 
seen. 
Realizing that their case was des- 


perate and that word must be got to town 
at all hazards, it was decided, that Brown 
and Barker should make a dash lor their 
horses, which were tied near the house. 
This was dono with success, and they were 
•oon at the nearest telephone. 


Volunteers to the Front. 


"Within two minutes after receiving tho 


telephone account of the flight, a detail, uf 
8- men from the regulars stationed nt tho 
government; hemlqui^-ters were ordered 
out. The comnmnd was given to Lieu- 
Tenant King. 
Volunteers were culled for, 


and nearly every man in the ba.rrack.4 
Ktopped to tho front. As soon /is thc-y 
came within shooting distance of lliu gccuu 
of action the natives lired & parting volley 
arid fled. 


Soon after tho deputy marshal camo up, 


and 
tho 
premises 
wore 
thoroughly 


•earched. 
Tlie Japanese servant brought 


to light SevernI pistols and revolvers. 


At daylighc u largo force of natives, 


•who had taken up a strong position on 
the slope of 
"Diamond Hill, uttiickeil 


King's forces. 
After standing fire about 


an hour and finding tho natives had the 
advantage 
of 
numbers and 
position, 


King moved his forces to San Souci, o, 
pleasure resort with telephonic communi- 
cations. Shortly after tile telephone was 
used Lieutenant Coyne and -5 more regu- 
lars were sent. The number oC insurgc'iita 
were variously estimated from 1 to 200. 
"With Coyne's force waa sent an 8-pound 
field piece. President Murray of the Citi- 
zens' Guard, with £3 mounted policemen, 
•went out into a road lending toward the 
insurgents. 
The first 
intimation that 


Murray's force had of an enemy was a 
shower of bullets vrhich did no hurui, 
Kad the natives waited a little- longer 
Murray's forces could have been annihi- 
lated. 


This fight occurred on the side oC ci 


mountain, where a seriated side forms :iu 
almost inacctsslble valley of liulo width. 
Ic was the object of the government troops 
to drive the rebels around the base of the 
mountain, from which there could be no 
escape, except over the famous Paoli road, 
which 10 or 12 men could hold against a 
•mall army. 


31 art la] Law Proclaimed. 


On Monday morning martial law waa 


proclaimed and all suloons were closed. 
The news of the death of Carter, who waa 
a popular young lawyer and was recently 
elected a member of tho legislature, in- 
tensified t-he general feeing, and It would 
have gone hurd wich the assassins had 
they not been strongly guarded. 


By noon all the siores were closed and 


there were fev? people on the streets. Tho 
Bireetcars and busses were stopped, mul 
the only excitement was a: the marshal's 
ciSce, where arms were being distributed. 
All persons not engaged in the military or 
police forces were commanded to deliver 
all arms or ammunition in their possession 
to the marshal within 34 hours.

Captain Zeigler and a company of regu- 
lars were dispatched to his aid, taking 
wi:h him one Auscralinn field niece. The 
troops advanced and forced the rebels into 
tha brush.

•wounded OP the government side was 
C,'\p:ain Ludwig. Then the first prison- 
ers were taken, seven in number, and 
from them It was leurued that tho lenders 
of the rebels were sain Nowlin, former 
colonel of the Queen's lluuschold Guard, 
and Robert "\Viicos, who was the leader 
of the revolution in 1SS7, ihe other promi- 
nent ones being half whites, formerly in 
the service of the queen.

was going on, tho tug Eln, with u fluid 
piecw and a detail of sharpshooters, left 
Honolulu, and in half an hour was in a 
position to shell from the rear of the na- 
tives, whose camp fronted King's com- 
mand. A few well-directed shots scat- 
tered them like sheep, one sliot falliug 
iirectly into thoir camp. It is known chut 
five men were killed here and a large imm- 
"oer wounded. 


The natives were pursued by Lieutenant 


Coyne's company as fur ns the nature of. 
the ground allowed. A shot from his field 
piece scattered a crowd of them who ap- 
peared on the edge of the crater, and four 
dead bodies were the result. Thirty-aix

Tio a piece of red rag in tho cen- 
ter. Oco aero of ground will ho a piece 
four of those cords long ami 23^ 
T>Fiiio, 


equal to 10 hy 10 rods, makisjyj 160 
square rods to au acre. 


The advantage of tlio rings is that one 


person cnu measure also by driving a 
stake in tho ground to hold the rope 
while he stretches it oat. Tho rope 
should be sonked in tor nud then dried. 
This 'will prevent its shrinking. 


Last year a neighbor of the writer 


h;ul a heavy sod plowed by contract at 
$a. 50 per acrn. Three persons stepped, 
it oft. 
One said it was four acres, an- 


other niado it a little over five, nnd the 
third said it was 'A^ acres. The con- 
tractor sent over find yot this rope, and 
all five men measured it, and it was 
found to bu just !i,"^ acres. He had paid 
to have tho ginns cut off it for thrco 
years $1 per acre, or $5 each season, 
couucing it to be fiva acres in extent, 
thus losing $4. DO through ignorance. 


Get a measuring lino, and Tvhen not 


in rise put it uway, so that tho hands 
cannot got at it, or they vfill bo very 
apt to cut a pieco oft' it to tie np hnr- 
ness, thus making it worthless for 
measuring purposes. 


Ho-n to Kill a ITorHe. 


The Society For tho Prevention of 


Cruelty to Animals has issued a card 
showing how horses may be killed sci- 
entifically. The information is especial- 
ly for policemen, who are ordinarily 
called .upon to dispose of sick or suffer- 
ing animals. 


To shoot a horso so as to kill it in- 


stantly it is only necessary to aim so 
thnt tho bullet will enter tha brain by 
passing through a spot in the middle of 
tho forehead above the eyes. The card 
issued by the society bears a drawing of 
a horse's bead, showing the exact spot. 


Hovr to Treat Toothache. 
' 


It is hard to cure a had toothacho of 


several days' coutinuauca. A hypoder- 
mic of morphine onlypostpoues the evil 
day, and usually the patient is respect- 
fully referred to the dentist, Tho tooth 
should not bo extracted while the jaws 
and gums nro iuilamed and the latter 
swollen, and it is tho physician's duty to 
treat tho case until the abov'3 conditions 
are removed. 


Always keep a small vial containing 


tho following mixture: Chloroform, gtt. 
K.; glycerin, gtt. x.; eat. sol. ac. car- 
bol, gtt. x.; morphine, gr. j., with a 
Email wad of absorhcut cotton. If the 
offending tooth has a cavity or decayed 
surface, saturate a small pellet of cotrori 
with tho above mixture and put into 
the cavity or against the decayed sur- 
face, ns tho onso may be. Never pack 
the cotton in, or tho greator will bo tho 
trouble, but have tho pellet small enough 
to enter without crowding. Iu inost cases 
this will end the trouble. When the 
gums are swollen and tender, paint two 
or three times, two minutes apart, with 
a 4 per cent solution of cocuiue. 


The patient may have been eating a 


good deal of fruit. Tho tongue and 
mucous mcmbrano of the mouth aio pale, 
with SOUT stomach, End the next day the 
toothache will return. 


Give ten grains of subcarbouate of 


bismuth and ten grains of phenacatine 
at onco, and a similar dose before each of 
tho threo following meals, with a laxa- 
tive, if needed, and stop all fruit for a 
few days, and it will not return. Tho 
sama powder every two hours, with ces- 
sation of fruit eating, will stop the per- 
sistent, tormenting neuralgias. 


HOTT to Cream Butter and Sugt&r. 


When using a spoon or whisk for 


beating, take long upward strokes, the 
morerapid tho better. Tho spoon should 
touch the bottom of the bowl each time, 
and tho morion must bo regular. 
An- 


other way to bent it is to use a circular 
motion. In thin caso tho side of the 
spoon is l:ept close to the side of tho 
bowl. Tho spoon is inoved rapidly in » 
circle, carrying with it a portion of the 
ingredients. This kind of beating cari 
bo applied only to a very thick mixture. 
It is tho best method for creaming but- 
ter slid

How to Care For the Ueclduons Teeth. 
The child receives its first temporary 


tooth about tho fifth month after birth, 
tho dentition being completed at the 
age of 2 years. These teeth shotild bo 
cleaned with a soft brush and warm 
water. The child usually retains these 
teeth until the eruption of tho perma-1 
neut net, the first permanent tooth ap- 
pearing about the sixth year. 
The de- 


ciduous teeth should be carefully watch- 
ed, and when a tooth shows decay con- 
sult your dentist and have it filled. At 
this stage the filling is not expensive 
and will save the child much pain and 
trouble from an aching tooth. Tho early 
extraction of the deciduous teeth often 
causes the irregularities of the porma-1 
nent set. They should ho retained until 
the jaw has fully expanded to receive 
tho permanent teeth. Teach tha childj 
the necessity of keeping tho teeth clean 
and pure. Tho early use of tho tooth- 
brush will establish a habit that will, 
in after years be considered a necessity 
to health and personal cleanliness.

HOTT to Treat Toothache. 
' 


It is hard to cure a bad toothache of 


several days' oontiiiuanoe. A hypoder- 
mic of morphine only postpones the evil1 
day, and usually tha patient is respect- 
fully referred to the dentist. The tootb 
should not be extracted while the jaws, 
and gums are inflamed nnd the latter 
swollen, nud it is thephysician'sduty to 
treat the case until the above conditions 
aro removed. 


Always keep a small vial containing; 


tho following mixture: Chloroform, gtt. 
x.; glycerin, gtt. x.; sat. sol. ao. ear- 
bol, gtt x.; morphine, gr. j., with a 
small warl of atoorbeut cotton. 'It tha 
offending tooth has a cavity or decayed 
surface, saturate a small pellet of cotton 
with the above mixture and put into 
the cavity or against the decayed sur- 
face, as the case may be. Never pack 
the cotton in, or the greater will be tbe 
trouble, but have the pellet small enough 
to enter without crowding. In most cases 
this will end the trouble. 
When the 


gnms are swollen and tender, paint two 
or three times, two minutes apart, with 
a 4 per cent solution of cocaine. 


The patiBEt may have been eating a 


good deal of fruit. 
The tongue nnd 


mucous membrane of the mouth nra pale, 
with sour stomach, and the next day the 
toothache will return. 


Give ten grains of subcarbonate of 


bismuth and ten grains of pheuaoatine 
atones, aud a similar dose before each of 
tho three following meals, with a laxa- 
tive, if needed, and stop all fruit for a' 
few days, and it will not return. The 
samo powder every two boors, with ces- 
sation of fruit eating, will stop tha per- 
sistent, tormenting neuralgias. 


How to Oream Butter nnd Sagar. 


When losing a spoon or whisk for 


beating, take long upward strokes, the 
morerapid the better. The spoon should 
touch tha bottom of thu bowl each tiruo, 
aud the motion rnnst be regular. 
An- 


other way to boat it is to uso a circular 
motion. 
In this case the side of the 


spoon is kept close to the side of the 
bowl. Tho spoon is moved rapidly in a 
circle, carrying with it a portion of the 
ingredients. 
ThiH kind of beating can 


be applied only to a very thick mixture. 
It is the best method for creaming bnt- 
ter and sugar. 


HOTT to Care For the Deciduous Teeth. 
The child receives its first temporary 


tooth about tho fifth mouth after birth, 
the dentition being completed at the 
age of 2 yenra. • These teeth should be 
cleaned with a soft brush and warm 
water. 
The child usually retains these 


teeth until the eruption of the perma- 
nent set, the. first permanent tooth ap- 
pearing about the sixth year. 
The de- 


ciduous teeth should bo carefully watch- 
ed, and when n tooth shows deciiy con- 
sult your dentist and have it filled. At. 
this stage the filling is not expensive 
aud will save the child much pain and 
trouble from an aching tooth. Tbe early 
extraction of the deciduous teeth often 
causes the irregularities of the perma-1 
nent set. They should he retained until 
tho jaw has fully expanded to receive; 
tho permanent teeth. Teach tho child 
the necessity of keeping the teeth clean 
and pure. Tho early use of the tooth- 
brush will establish a hnbit that will, 
in after years lie considered a necessity 
to health and personal cleanliness.

STRUCTION CONTRACTS. 


PoBtmiigtor Fearaon Took Pog.seasIOD You- 


terdRy and Will Appoint Oluoers Blonday 


— Description of Interior. 


During the past few days Postmaster 


Prnrson has beon busy at the new post 
ollice supervising LUe arrangement of the 
various offices and obtaining a general 
knowledge of tbo "lay" of the building. In 
this work he has received valuable assist- 
ance from Clerk Meada who ia tetter ac- 
quainted with tho building than any other 
person and who well understands the plans 
as drawn up and the arrangement of even 
lha smallest detail in the building. 


In examining the plaus and 
contracts 


for Ihe now building Postmaster Pearson 
has run across some interesting figures. 


A SUN man dropped into the new build- 


ing yesterday afternoon and was shown 
some statement bearing upon the con- 
tracts. 


The contract for the basement 
was 


awarded to C. Thomas of Washington for 
522,203, and waa not completed on time. 
This work was finished in April, 1893. On 
May 23, 1802, Staples Bros., were given 
tbe contract to construct tho superstruct- 
ure, the same to bo completed 15 months 
from tlie dale of awarding the 
contract. 


But this was not done owing to the delay 
experienced by the non-completion on 
time of the work on the basement, and 
also because of the 
failure 
to secure 


aborcrs during the strike of the brick- 
layers. 
Staples Bros., however, completed 


their work, .Jan. 3, 1804, and received 
870,024.50. 
The contract for interior fin- 


ish was awarded to E. Earnshaw & Son of 
Chicago, for $30,700, nnd the work was 
completed Nor. 20, 1804. 


Several Lowell firms wanted to do the 


plumbing in the now building, but were 
under bid by the Dalton companv of 
Chicago, whose figures were $4498. 
A 


time limit of 100 working days was placed 
on this contract, but it was not completed 
on time. 


Farrell & Conaton proved close flgurers 


and for having R. sharp point on their pen- 
cil they were allowed to put in the heating 
and ventilating apparatus, at a cost of 
Sft.SOU. 
The 
great bell and the clock 


in the tower were put in place by the E. 
Howard Watch & Clock company., at a 
cost of $1323.93. 
The marble used for the 


wainscoiting, tiles, and base in the corri- 
dors and in the toilet rooms was supplied 
by tbe Barney Marble company of Swan- 
ton, Vt. The JJolln Manufacturing com- 
pany of St. Paul, Minn., laid the oak flnish 
and rnapla flooring, and John Bonth of 
Chicago, III., furnished and placed in po- 
sition the iron stairs. 


The other contracts which were- of mi- 


nor importance were: glass, C. B. Co- 
burn of this city; hardware to the Tale 
& Towne company. 


Tho walnscolllng and tiles in the first 


floor are of marbls; la tbo second story tho 
waluscotting Is of panelled 
wood, 
the 


tiles of marble, and the flooring of maple. 
The trlmmlnss throughout the building 
are of oxydized silver. 


In the oltice there are 700 small letter 


boxes, 130 large letter boxea, 42 
lock 


drawers, 4.local letter drops,4 letter drops, 
2 piper drops and one package drop. 


A naw departure and a. valuable addition 


to the local post office department is the 
six Inspector lookouts placed in different 
parts of the building and commanding a 
view of the en'tire work room. 
They are 


fitted with registers, so that a person can 
unobserved take In whatever is transpiring 
In the work room. 


It Is not expected that the building will 


be all ready for occupancy before February 
15 as the transom rods, door holders, door 
stops, screens and double acting doors in 
tbe money order department have not jot 
been placed In position.

The tuberculin test 
was applied by an agent of the state cat- 
tle commissioners and the animal pro- 
nounced sound. 


This did not satisfy the farmers and oth- 


ers, and Capt. Hherman H. Fletcher, as 
chairman of the board of selectmen, ap- 
plied to the state cattle commissioners lo 
allow tbe cow to ba killed under inspection 
of their agent.
